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CHAPTER 67. 

Publication of 
school code. 

Appropriation 

[Published April 19, 1866.] 

AN ACT to authorize the superintendent of public instruction to 
procure the publication of the school code. 

The peepk of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The superintendent of public instruc-
tion is hereby authorized to procure the publication, in 
pamphlet form, of eight thousand copies of a school 
code, containing all the school laws of the state, togeth-
er with necessary instructions and forms, and plans and 
specifications for school houses, with a suitable index ; 
and when printed, he shall furnish a copy of said code 
to each school district clerk, each town clerk, and each 
county and city superintendent of schools in the state. 

SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
a sum sufficient to meet the expense of printing the 
said code, as above set forth. 

Ssuriorr 8. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 68. 

[Published April 14, 1866.] 

AN ACT to exempt property of the American bible society and its 
auxiliaries and branches, from taxation. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

lixemption. 	Swum 1. That all bibles and testaments owned in 
this state by the American bible society, organized in 
the city of New York, in the year 1816, or by any of 
its auxiliaries or branches, together with all other per-
sonal property recessary for the prosecution of their 
objects as a bible society, shall be exempt from all as-
sessments and taxation whatever.
